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Witches lately arraigned 


of themſelues then endure it. If it were ſo with 
bs which pꝛofeſſe gur ſelues Chꝛiſtians, & ſhould 
be Chriſtes ſqnnes to imitate our Father, and 
Sauiour in his life, which hee left as a leſſon to 
mankinde his children to learne, we ſhould then 
hauing reaſon, (part of the inheritance ok An⸗ 
gels) be moze pꝛouideut of our pꝛoper god then 
Serpents are, who to auoid the perſecution of 
their winde, will endure the aſfliction of their bo⸗ 
die, and to ſhunne the verie ſhadow ofthe Aſh⸗ 
tree, will thuſt themſclues into tozment of fire: 
So ſhould men, who ſceing ſinne like a wild Aſh- 
tre grow in the wozld , and that to lurke vnder 
the ſhadow thereof is a whippe to their conſci- 
ence, when to feed on the ſappe is damnationto 
their ſoules, in this onely like Serpents auot? it 
fo: the reliefe of their mindrs, though with the 
painefull diſſolution of their bodies: but ſuch is 
the deafneſſe of our eares, that though heauen it 


ſelfe ſpeak in thunder to remember vs a day ſhall 


come when we muſt gine account fo2 our wilfull 
tranſgreſſions, wee not regard it, and ſuch the 
hardnoſſe of our hearts, that neither treaſons, 
murthers, witchcrafts, fires, llouds, of all which 
the impetuous courſe hath beene ſuch in this age, 
that we haue cauſe toloke our dav of ſummons 
ts to moꝛrow, if not this houre, pet we are bnp2e- 
pared of our account, and as if it were [awfull 
that euils ſhould grow, manp from one, and 


one from another, are as cone is kruitfull from 


one (de to ſeuerall cares. So from ont ſinne we 
mul⸗ 
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multiply to diuers, not dꝛeading vengeance till 
our iniquities be numberlefſe. As ſhall appeare 
by this following diſcourſe. | 
At a plate called Milton ſome th2& miles from 
+ YBedfo2d, was lately dwelling one Mother Sur- 
ton, who being a widow. and of declining years, 
had her daughter called Mary Sutton, (as it was 
thought by the neighbours thereabouts ) reſi⸗ 
dent with her as a fav and comfozt to her age, 
when ſhe kept her. hut as a furtherer to her 
diuelliſh pꝛactiſes, nap indeed to make her aſchol- 
ler to the Dinellhimſetfe. 

This widow Sutton hauing bene dwelling a 
long time in the fozeſard,towne of Milton. and nt 

ſuſpected as then to haue bene a p2actiſer in this 
diuelliſh ererciſe of witchcraft, was by the townſ- 
men (being held but poꝛe) fo2 her better reliefe 
choſen to be the Hogheard, or Yog-keeper. In 
which ſeruice ſhe cõtinued long,. not without com⸗ 
mendations foꝛ her dutifullcare had therein. And 
though manp cattell oftentimes miſcarried, and 
Were taken with ſaggerings, frenſies, and o⸗ 
her difeaſes to their confuſtons, and impoueri⸗ 
ſhing of the owners, pet the not till of late ſus 
ſpected to be a 6auſe thercot, though ſince it hath 
euidently beene pꝛoued ag sinſt her. 

Co atianing thus al moſt fo2 the ſpace of twon⸗ 
tie. oꝛ one and twentie peares, and in that time 
had bꝛought her daughter to be as perfect in her 
dꝛuelliſh charmes as her ſelfe, there grew ſome 
difference botweene a Geutleman of wozſhip cal⸗ 
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Witches lately 1 


led Maſter Enger dwelling at Milton Milles, and 


this mother Sutton, On whom ſhe had vowed to 


tale aſtrange and actuall reuenge fo2 the diſcon- 
tentſhe had tonceiued againſt him, which rancour 


of hers ſhe thus p2oſecuted: Vis horſes that were 
left well in his fable ouer night, ſhe cauſcd them 
to be found dead in the mo2ning, ſome ſtrangled, 


ſome hauing beaten out their bꝛaines, others 
dead, and no cauſe perceived how. Beſides this 
loſſe, which fo2 the ſtrangeneſſe bzed ſome a- 


mazement in him, fo2 that it happened not once, 
but often, this alſo did ſecond it: when his 
Swine were in the fields at their tronghes ca- 
ting their meat, ſome of them would ſodainly fall 
madde, and violently fall to tearing out the guts, 
and bowels of their fellowes : others by ten and 
twentie in a company,as ik they had been carried 
with ene deſire, would leaue their feeding, and 
run headlong into the Mill dammes, and dzowne 
themſelues. Do that not by accidentall meanes, 
but the helliſh and moſt damnable witchcrafts of 
this Pother Sutton, and her daughter,manp theſe 
harmeleſſe cattcil and Oxen, made as needfull re- 
liekes to the ncceffifte of man, were thus per- 
plexed, and an honeſt and woꝛſhipful Gentleman 
Maſter Enger, from whom che had oftentimes 
both fade and cloathing,damnified by her meanes 
to the val e of two hundzelh pounds in leſſe then 
two peares. oo 

In the time of theſe afozeſaid loffes happened 
to Maſter Enger, one Henry Sutton, the baſtard ſon

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ſonne of Mary Sutton ( fo2 it is to bee noted, that il If 
although ſhe was neuer married. pet ſhe had thee | 
baſtards ) comming to play himſelfe about the | 
Mill damme, fell to thzowing in of ſtones , dirt, 
and filth, with other ſuch vnhappineſſe incident | 
to ch 15:en : Of whicy hauing bxne often foze- | 
warned by an ancient ſeruant of Maſter Engers, 
who was then about the Milles, and finding the | | 
boy notwithſtanding his admoniſhment rather ta | | 
perſeuer then to deſiſt from his knauerie,he came TY 
to him, and gininghim a little blow oz two on 
the care, the boy weut home crving , and the 
ancient fellow went backe to his labour. 
This Henry Sutton comming home beganne 
to tell his mother how a man of Maſter Engers 
(naming him) had beaten him. Whoſe beno- 
mons nature being ſone enkindled, though hee 
bad receiued us hurt, ſhe vowed to take reuenge, 
x and thus it followed, 
This ancient ſeruant with another of his ma- | 
ſters men were on the moꝛrow being Market day ol 
[ at Bedfoꝛd, appointed by their maſter to carry a | 
Cart load of corne fo2 the furniſhing of the Par⸗ 
ket, Being ontheir way at Yilton Townes end | 
they eſpied a godly faire blacke Sow grazing, | 
who as thep dꝛaue their Teame till kept pace 
with the till they came within a mile of Bedfoꝛd. | | 
here on aſodaine they perceined her to turne | f 6 
twice o2 thꝛice about as readily as a Windmill | 
ſaple at wozke 3 And as ſodainly their hozſes | 


| fell to u and dzawing ſome one way, ſome 
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Witches lately arraigned 


another: At laſt the ſtrongeſt preuailing, they 
dꝛewe away the Cart, and cozne, and left 
t he Wheeles, and Axcltree behinde them. The 
hozſes they ranne away with their loade, as ik 
they had beene madde, and the two fellowes af- 
ter the hoꝛſes „the ho2ſcs being affrighted halfe 
out of their ſtrength, and the fellowes as much 
madde to ſee them, downe went one ſacke on 
this ſide the Cart, and another on that: The hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes they ranne as if they would haue ſwelted 
themſclucs , and the kellowes after them bꝛeath⸗ 
leſſe , andſweating to make the wilde Jadesg 
ſtay. All which till the Diuell and the Mitch 
had plaide their partes would not ſerue 
turne. N 

At laſt this Tragicke⸗Comedie dꝛawing to 


an end, they made a ſtand, when the leruants 
banging them backe, and finding their Areltree, 


pinnes , and all things vnbꝛoken, tooke vp their 
Come,made'fit their Cart againe, &# the hozſes 
dꝛewe as fo2mally as could be: And they. went 
foꝛthwards towards Bedfozd, miſtruſting no- 
thing, though they ſaw the Dow following and 
grazing, as they did befo2e. | 

Being come to Bedkoꝛd, and hauing vnloa⸗ 
den the Cart, and made lale of the Co2ne, the 
ane fell to dꝛiuing the Teame home againe, lea⸗ 
ning his ancienter fellow behind him at Bedfozd 
mho happening into company , feil a carowſing 
with bone companions like hirfilelie , and in the 
height of their cuppes, they as deſirous to heare, 


as 


and executed, 


as he to tell, he related vnto them the manner and 
fo2me how his Cart and UWhels were diuozct as 
hee was comming to Towne: ſome wondered, 


all laughed: the company bꝛake vp, and this ans 


ctent ſeruant toke his hoſe with purpoſe to o⸗ 

uertake his fellow, who was gone befo2e with 
the Cart: TWhonoſoncr was out of Bedfo2d 
Townes end, but he might behold the ſame Sow 
(as nere as he could iudge,) grazing againe, as 
if the Dinell and the Mitch had made her his 
fotman to waite vpon him. But the fellow not 
miſtruſting any thing, made his Nagge take a 
ſpedie amble, and ſs to ouertake the Cart, 

while the Dow ſide by ſide ranne along by him. 
Nhen he ouertaking his fellow , and had ſcarce 


ſpoken to him, but the hozſes( as befo2e )fell to 


their old contention running one from another, 
onely the hoꝛſes were better furniſhed then be 
foze, foʒ where at firſt they left both Wheles 
and Axeltree behinde them, they now had the 


Areltreeto take their part, leauing the Wheeles 


in the high wap fo2 the ſcruants to bꝛing after. 
The hoꝛſe in this manner comming home, dꝛaue 
all the beholders into amazement , and the ſer- 
uants beginning.to haue miſtruſt of the blacke 
Dow, they watcht whither ſhe went, whom they 
found to goe into Mother Sutrons houſe, of which 


they told their maſter, and of all the accidents a- 


fo:eſaid, who made ſlight of it to them whatſoe- 
uer he concetued ofit himſelfe: and ſaying he ſup- 
poſed they were dznnke, they departed. 
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Witches lately arraigned 
The ſame old ſeruant of Maſter Engers wilh⸗ 


in few daies after going to plough, . a talks 
of Pother Sutton, and of Mary SurtoFher daugh⸗ 
ter, of what pzanckes hee had heard they had 
plaide thereabouts in the Countrep, as alſo what 
accidents had befallen him and his fellow, as 
they had paſſed to and from Bedkloꝛd. In dil⸗ 
courfing of which a Beetle came, and ſtroke the 
ſame fellow on the breaſt ; and hee pꝛelently fell 


into a trance as he was guiding the Plough, the 


ertremitie whereof was ſuch, as his ſenſes alto- 
gether diſtract, and his bodie and minde vttczly 
diſtempered, the beholders demed him cleane 


- hopeleTe of recouerie, pea his other fellow vpon 
this ſodaine ſight was ſtricken into ſuch amaze⸗ 


ment, as he ſtood like a liueleſſe trunke deuided 
from his vitall ſpirits, as farre vnable fo helpe 
him, as the other was nerdkull to be helpt by him. 
Tull at length being ſomewhat recoucred, and as 
waked from that aſtoniſhment, hee made haſt 
homeward, and carried his maſter wozd of what 


had happened. 
Upon deliueric of this newes fo! hee was 


ama h ghly eſtemed by him koꝛ his honeſt and 


long ſeruite) there was much moane made foz 
him in the houſe, and Paſter Enger himſelfe had 
not the leaſt part of grieſe foꝛ his! extremitie, but 
with all poſſible ſpeed haſted inta the field, and 
vſed helpe to haue him brought home. Akter which 
he negletted no meanes, noꝛ ſpared any coſt that 


might taſe his ſeruant, oꝛ redæme him from the 


milrey 
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miſery he was in, but all was in vaine : foꝛ hrs ex» 


taſies were nothing leſſened, but continued a [| 


long time in as grieuous perplexitic as at firſt. 
net though they ſuſpected much, they had no cer- 
taine pꝛoke oz knowledge of the cauſe : Their 
meanes were therefo2e the ſhoꝛter to cure the ef- 
fect. But as a thiefe, when hee entereth into a 


houſe to robbe, firſt putteth out the lights, acco2- 


ding to that, Qui male agit, odit lucem , Be that 
doth euill, hateth light, ſo theſe Impes that line 
in the gunſhot of diuelliſh aſſaults, goe about to 
darken and diſgrace the light of ſuch as are to⸗ 
ward, and vertuous, and make the night the in⸗ 
ſtrument to contriue their wicked purpoſes. Foz 
theſe Mitehes hauing ſo long, and couertly con 


tinued to doe much miſchiefe by their pꝛactiſes, 


were ſohardened in their lewde and vile pꝛocee⸗ 
ding, that the cuſtome of their ſinne had quite ta⸗ 
ken away the ſenſe and feeling thereof, and they 
ſpared not to continue the perplexitie of this old 
ſeruant both in bodie and minde, in ſuch ſozt that 
his friends were as deſirous to ſee death ridde 
him from his ertrem tie, as a woman great 
with childe is euer muſtng vpon the time of her 
deliuerie: Foz where diſfceſſe is derpe, and the 
conſcience cleare, Mors cxpeRatur abſque fo mi- 
dine, exoptatur cum dulcedine, excipitur cum deuo- 
tione. Death is loked foz without feare, deſired 
with delight, and accepted with deuotion. As 
the actes and enterpziſes of theſe wicked pers 


ſons ate darke and diuelliſh: ſo in the perſeus⸗

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cance of this fellowes perplexitie, hee being 

in his diſtraction both of bodie and minde, yet 

in bed and awake, eſpied Mary Sutton, (the 

daughter) in a Honeſhine night come in at a 

1 window in her accuſtomed and perſonall habite, 

* and ſhape, with her knitting wozke in her hands, 

| and ſitting downe at his beds fete, ſometimes 

working, and knitting with her needles, and 

ſometimes gazing and ſtaring him in the face, 

. Mt as his gricfe was thereby redoubled and in⸗ 

W creaſed, Pot long after ſhe dzewe neercr vnto 

Ee him, and ſate by his bedde fide (pet allthis 

while he had nepther power to ſtirre or ſpcake ) 

and fold him if hee would conſent ſhe ſhould 

come to bedde to him, hee ſhould be reſtoꝛed to 

his fozmer health and pꝛoſperitie. Thus the Di⸗ 

uell flirines to enlarge his Kingdome , and vpon 

the necke af one wickedneſſe to heape another:

ling. Gods liberalitie appeares moꝛe, then his 
rigour, fo2 whom hee d2awes out the Diueis 
th2oat by faith, hee would haue to trample him 
downe'by vertue. leaſt he ſhould onely haue fled, 
not fopled his enemie. 

This is made ſhowne in his miraculous 
Working with this fellow : fo2 hee that beloꝛe 
had neither power to moue, oꝛ ſpeake, had then 
pꝛeſently by diuine alliſtance free power and li⸗ 
bertie to giue repulſe to her aſſault, and deni- 
all to her filthie and deteſted motion : and to bps 
bꝛaide her of her abhominable life and behaui⸗ 
dur, hauing befoze had three baſtards and ne- 
uer married. She vpon this (ſceing her ſuite 
cold, and that Gods power was moze p2edo- 
minant with him then her dinelliſh p2actiſe , 
baniſhed , and departed the ſame way (hes 
came. 

She was no ſooner gone, but as well as 
hee could, hee called fo2 his maſter , told him 
that now hee could tell him the can'e of this 
vexation: That Pother Suttons daughter came 
in at the window, ſate knitting and woꝛking by 
him, and that if hee would haue conſented to 
her filthineſſe, hee ſhould haue beene freede 
from his miſerie, and related all that had hap- 

His maſter was glad of this newes, fo? that 
the mcanes found out, the matter and manner of 
bis n might bee the eaſier helped, and ro ꝛſel⸗ 

ed 
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ſed, pet was he diſfruſtfull of the truth, and ra⸗ 
ther eſtoemed it an idlencſſe of his bꝛaine, then 
an atcident of veritie: Peuertheleſle he refolued 
to make pꝛofe thereof. 

The nert moꝛrow hee toke company along 
with him, and went into the fields, where hee 
found her wozking, and tending her hogges. 
There Maſter Enger ſpeaking to her, ſhe was a 
verie god huſwife, and that hee followed her 
woꝛke night and day: Po ſir, ſaid ſhe, Pyhul- 
wiferp is very ſlender , nepther am J ſo god a 
follower of my wozke as you periwade mee: 
with that, he told her that ſhe was, and that the 
had beene wo2king at his houſe the night befoꝛe. 
She would conkeſſe nothing, but ffod in ſtiffe 
deniall vpon her purgation: Inſomuch as the 
Gentleman by fap2e entreaties perſwaded her 
to goe home with him, to ſatiſfic his man, and 
to re ſolue ſome doubts that were had or her. She 
vptlerlp refuled, and made anſwere ſhe would not 
ſtirre a fte, nepther had they authozitie to 
compell her to goe without a Conſtable: Which 
Maſter Enger perteiuing, and ſceing her obſtina- 
tie to be ſo arcat, fell into a greater diſlike , and 
diſtruſt of her then he did befoze , and made no 


moꝛe a doe, but cauſed her to bee ſet vpon an 


hoꝛſe⸗backe to be bꝛought to his houſe, All the 
1 N could hardly bring her away, but as 

as they let her vp, in dcſpight of them ſhee 
would [warue downe, firft on the one ſide , then 
the other , till at laſt they were faine by maine 
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fo2ce to iopne together, and hold her violently 
downe ts the hozſebacke , and ſo baing her to the 
place where this perplexed perſon lay in his bed. 
here being come ,» and brought by fo2ce to 
his bed-ſide, he (as directions had beene ginen 
vnto him) dꝛew blod of her, and pꝛeſentlp be- 
ganne to amend, and bee well againe. But 
her alliduit ie and continuall exerciſe in doing 
miſchiefe, did ſo pꝛeuaile with her to doe this 
fellow further hurt, that watching but aduan⸗ 
tage, and oppoꝛtunitie to touch his necke againe 
with her finger : It was no ſoner done, and ſhe 
departed, but he fell ints as great 02 farre wozle 
vexation then he had befoze. 

The repoꝛt of this was carried vp and downe 
all Bedfoꝛd - hire, and this Marie Suttons wics 
ked and lewde conrſes being rumozed as well 
ab2oad, as in Paſter Engers houſe , at laſt it 
came ints the mouth of Maſter Engers ſonne, 
(being a little boy of ſeuen peares old) who not 
long after eſpying old Pother Sutton going to the 
Mill to grinde coꝛne, and rememb2ing what 
ſpxches he had heard paſt of her and her daughter 
followed the old woman, flinging ſtones at her, 


and calling her Witch , which fhee obſeruing 


conceited a rancour, and deadly hatred to this 

young childe, and purpoſed not to ſuff:r oppoꝛtu⸗ 

nitie paſſe to bee reuenged. As ſone therefoze as 

ſhe had diſpatcht at the ill, ſhe haſted home- 

wards, and could not be quiet tillſhe had grum⸗ 

bled to her daughter what had happened, and 
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how the childe had ſerued her ; Then confer 
ring how Maſter Enger had vſed. Mary Sutton 
the daughter, and bow hir little ſonne had vſed 
the Mother , they both reſolued, and vowed re- 
nenge. This conference and conſultation of vil- 
lanie was had, and concluded in the p2eſence, 
and hearing of Henry Sutton , (the Baſtard of 
Mary Sutton) little thinking that his foztune 


ſhould be to giue in euidene to bꝛeake the necke 


of his owne Mother and Grandmother. 

To effect their diuelliſh purpoſe to the young 
childe of Maſter Enger, they called vp their two 
Spirits, whom ſhe called Dicke and Iude:and ha- 
uing giuen them ſucke at their two © ©cats which 


they had on their thighes (found out afterwards , 


by enquirie, and ſearch of women) they gaue 
them charge to ſtrike the little bop, and to turne 
him to toꝛment. Which was not long in perio2s 
ming, but the childe being diſtract, was put to 
ſuch bitter and inſuppoꝛtable miſery , as by his 
life his tozments were augmented , and by his 
death they were abzidged. Fo? his tender and 
vnripe age was ſo infeebled aa made weake 
by that dinelliſh infliction ok extremitie, as in 
five dates, not able longer to endure them,death 
gaue end to his perplexities. 

The Gentleman did not ſo much grieue fo: 
the loſſe and hinderance hee had in his cattell, 
(which was much) noz fo2 the miſerable di⸗ 
ſtreſſe that his ſeruant had endured (which was 
moze ) as that the hopefull daies of his young 
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ſonne were ſo vntimely cut off: ( which-tou- 
ched his heart moſt of all.) Pet did his diſcre⸗ 


tion temper his paſſions with ſuch patience, 


that he referred the remembrante of his wꝛongs 
to that heauenly power , that permits not ſuch 
iniquitie to paſſe vireuealed , 02 bnreuen- 
ged. | 

As hee was thus wꝛapt in a Sea of woes, 
there came a Gentleman a friend of his fo2th of 
the No2th , that trauelling towards London ſo- 
tourned with him all night. Vee perceiuing Bas 
ſter Enger to be full of griefe , was deſirous to 
know the cauſc thereof, and hee was as vnwil⸗ 
ling by the diſcourſe of his miſfo2tunes to re- 
newe his many ſoꝛrowes, till at laſt his friends 
b2gent impoꝛtunacie perſwaded him not to palle 
if oucr with ſilence. Upon Maſter Eagers re- 
lation of what had happened : the Gentleman 
demaunded if hee had none in ſuſpition that 
ſhould doe theſe w2onges vnto him: Pes, (quoth 
Maſter Enger) and therewithall hee mamed this 
Mary Sutton and her mother, and told him the 
particulars of his loſſes and miſcries, His friend 
vnderſtanding khis, aduiſed him to take them, oz 
any one of them to his Mill damme, hauing firſt 
ſhut vp the Pitl gates that the water might be at 
higheſt, and then binding their armes crolle, 
ſtripping them into their Dmocks, and leauing 
their legges at libertie, thzow them into the was 


ter, pet leaſt they ſhould not bee Mitches, and 


that their liues might not be in danger of dꝛow⸗ 
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ning, let there be a roape tyed about their mid⸗ 
dles, ſo long that it wap reath lrem one ſide of 
vour damme to th? other, where au each fide let 
one of your min ſtand , the t 1! Ge chance to ſinke 
they may dꝛaw her vp and preſerve her. Then if 
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2 ſhe lwimme, take her vp, ce uſe {come women to 
2 ſearch her, vpon Which, if thep finde any extraoz:⸗ 
2 dinarie markes about her, let her the ſecond time 
2 be bound, and haue her right thumbe bound 
2 to her left toe, and her left thumbe to her right toe, 
2 and your men with the ſame rope (ik nerd be) to 


pꝛeſerue her, and bee thꝛowne into the water, 
when if ſhe ſwimme, you may build vpon it that 
ſhe is a TUitch, J haue (ene it olten tried in the 
Poꝛth countrey, 

The moꝛrow after Paſter Enger road into 
the fields where Mary Sutton(the daughter) was, 
hauing ſome of his men to accompanp him, 

where after ſome queſt ons made vnto her, they 
allaped to binde her on hoꝛſe⸗ backe, when all his 
men being pꝛeſently Oricken lame „Paſter En- 
ger himſelfe began to remember, that once rating 
her about his man, he was on the ſodaine in the 
like perplexitie, and then taking courage, and de⸗

taken out, and had women readie that ſgarc d 
her and found vnder her left thigh a kind of 7 cat, 
which after the Baſtard ſonne conteft her Spirits 
in ſeuerall ſhapes as Cats, Poales, xc. v{cd to 
ſucke her. 

Then was ſhe the ſecond time bound trolle her 
thumbes and toes, accoꝛding to the foꝛmer dircc- 
tion, and then ſhe ſunke not at all, but ſitting v- * 
pon the water, turned round about like a whole, 
oꝛ as that which commonly we call a whirlepele, 
Notwithſtanding Paſter Engers men ſtanding on 
each fide of the damme with a roape tolling her 
bp and down? to make her finke,but could not. 

And then being taken vp, ſhe as boldly as if 
the had bene innocent aſked them if thev could 
doe any moze to her: UWhen Maſter Enger began 
to accuſe her with the death of his cattell, the lan⸗ 
guiſh of his man. who continued in ſoꝛrow both of 
bodie and mind from Chꝛiſtmaſſe to Shꝛouetide, 


às alſo the death of his ſonne: All which ſhe con- 


ſtantly denied, and ſfod at deftance with hem till 
being carried towards a Juſtice, Paſter Enger 
told her it was botlceſſe to ſtand ſo obiinately vs

Upon which confeſſion, the mother alſo 
was appꝛehended, and both being committed to 
Wedkoꝛd Gaole, many other matters were there 
p29duced againſt them, of long continuance (foz 
they had remained as befo2e , about twentte 
pcares) in the pꝛoſecute of theſe lewd and wicked 
p2actiſes. But fo2 this matter of Paſter Enger 
at the laſt Aſſiſes,the euidence of the Baſtard ſon, 
and the conkeſſions ſeuerallp taken both of old 
Mother Sutton & her daughter Mary, found them 
guiltie in al foꝛmer obiections. So that arraigned 
at Bedford on Bunday the thirtieth of March 
laſt paff, they had a iuſt conuiction, and on 
Lucſday the next day after they 
were executed.
